Great Northern to Run on Steel of 
Canadian Northern; Canadian Pa- 
cifie on Harriman Line.

MAN HAS NO MODESTY. 


A Rejoinder by 
Henry Christeen Warnack. 

It is difficult to state in words that are 
chaste why so many persons feel, rather 
than think, that men are less modest_than 
women. | 

Some might suggest that woman is simply 
more subtle, but I think her more reluctant 
than man. Her very necessity for seli-pro- 
tection has instilled a deep reserve. Her 
modesty amounts to caution. It becomes & 
shining shield which, though it give her 
high protection, makes her but the more 
alluring. It wraps her with a mantle of se- 
curity, yet it robes her in garments of de- 
light. It withholds her and yet it makes her 
priceless. It forbids her to the world and 
yet makes her to be desired above al! else 
in the world. 

Personally, I do not think tthat the ele 
ment of vanity enters the question. I am 
not even sure that what we call good or bad 
enters it. I think it rather one of those fun- 
damental things, having their deep seat in 
the heart of nature and belonging to that 
invioleble process by which natural growth 
is made and through which natural and in- 
evitable steps are taken. I believe woman's 
modesty rests in the Inherency of things and 
that men join in the play at second hand, 
as if to enter a secondary but useless con- 
spiracy to make woman's charms and love 
liness more exclusive. 

Modesty is not secondary and useless, but 
men often think it so because they cannot 
understand ft at all. Modesty is the saving 
opposite of wantonness. It is grace against 
the lack of grace; it is purity against what 
is no longer virginal; Tt is a guard against 
the common: it is tie sacredness of the 
inner temple preserved against the unpre- 
pared.

Perhaps I 
was disappointed, for both men and women 
of the Yuma tribe have hands and feet more 
dainty than the high c nations of the 
east, and a pretty foot covers a multitude 
of sins. These daughters of the wilds, how- 
exer, were always veiled by something heav- 
ler than a metaphor. They wore lone, loose 
thin gowns of many bright colors into the 
stream and, although they removed some of 
their garments, the partial dierobing took 
place beneath the effectual screen of the 
opaque waters and, when they left the 
Stream, after at least an hour of fine sport 
in which they were joined by their children, 
they gained the river bank, slipped a dry 
garment over their shoulders and dropped 
thetr wet garments about their feet with ut- 
most grace and without immodesty.

God sows a race of 
just men who have answered His call 
to service and by fidelity to His grace 
ripen into the golden grain of the 
harvest day. In that field of the 
kingdom, the enemy sees the work of

“In thousands of ways the seed of 
evil is seattered. Just as the tares 
are sown in the good soll in. which 
the wheat has been planted so evil 
comes into the lives of whose who

BOYLE HEIGHTS M. E. CHURCH. 
FAITH, MOST ANCIENT OF ALL HUMAN 
ATTRIBUTES, A POTENT FACTOR IN

“Great Words About Faith,” was the 
topic chosen by Rev. W. E. Tilroe for 
his discourse at the Boyle Heights M. 
E. Church yesterday. Preaching upon 
the text “We are of them that believe,” 
Heb. x, 39, he said in part: 

“Like all the essential things of re- 
ligion faith is no recent discovery, no 
fruitage of evolution, no secondary af- 
fair, but is of the warp and woof of 
the cradle of things, of the breath. and 
blood, and sinew of all soul life. Faith 
is s to the human race. It 
is alien to no clime or age or tongue. 
We who would read about men must 
hear about their faith or their lack of 
of faith. 

“Cain and Abel were the first 
brothers and they fought out their bat- 
tle over belief. It has been a great 
query wherein the offering of Cain was 
the leas le. The record is that 
Abel had faith in what he was doing. 
Hig heart went with his hand. Cain 
was the first rationalist. He would not 
trust where he could not see. Unwill- 
ing to believe, to walk in the dark. 
even with God, the petty childish vices 
of pride and jealousy ruled within him 
and led him to gross murder at the 
end. Abel went to his grave from the 
littieness of sin. How far away that 
battie in the suburbs of Eden may be 
perhaps we do not know, but the les- 
son is the earliest men knew all about 
the struggle over faith.‘ The elders, 
the ancient men, the fathers of all 
later ages, obtained a report 
through faith, or in their unbelief 
wandered away to oblivion and decay 
When men are asked to believe in God 
they hear an echo of all time, a mes- 
sage of the beginnings, a primal voice 
of the’eternities. It may be a distaste- 
ful conflict this battle for belief, but 
it ig no mushroom quarrel. The hoary 
air of the ages is about us as we fight.

In his sermon on “Atmosphere,” at. 
the First Unitarian Church, Rev. E. | 
Stanton Hodgin yesterday morning, | 
spoke of the atmosphere or influence 
that every one carries with him as de- 
termined largely by his religious life. 
In contrasting the old dogmatic spiri 
with the newer and more elastic spirit 
he said in part: 

“Nowhere does the old spirit yield 
more reluctantly to the new thas in the 
field of religion. People are very slow 
te get away from the old notion that 
to experience religion is to be played 
upon and controlled by some stimulous 
from without—that religion is a seizure, 
is being taken possession of by some- 
thing that overwhelms us. Religious 
institutions are builded on that as- 
sumption and are organized on that 
basis. They are forever trying to take 
possession of individuals, forever over- 
whetming them, either by claims of ar- 
bitrary authority, by imposing institu- 
tions and ceremonies and pageants, or 
by emotional debauches and appeals 
to mob mind.._ 

“Tt is much easier to follow some one 
as master than it is to build ourselves 
up in self-mastery, and unless we are 
willing to pay the price of self-enlight- 
enment and self-mastery we will al- 
ways be victims of institutions or 
oligarchies; not always vicious ones, 
oftentimes benevolent ones, but always 
becoming tyrannical. No Institution or 
combination of individuals can long 
exercive arbitrary power over others 
without hardening into tyrants. It is 
only through seM-mastery that true 
and lasting social institutions are pos- 
sible. 

“As I understand Jesus as a teacher 
he never attempted to break down the 

nality of his followers, either by 
extraordinary claims of authority, by 
posi peagantry or ceremony or in- 
‘tans of any kind, or through ap- 
peals to fear or mob-mind of any char- 
acter. It was these things that he bit- 
terly assailed and op in season 
and out of season. He always tried to 
build up personality, to encourage se!f- 
mastery and self-reliance, and through 
them recognition of mutual dependence 
and brotherly love, which these alone 
can give to establish the highest form 
of co-operation and interdependence. 
Such, it seems to me, is the only truly 
Christian spirit and the only 
Christian method.”

a preacher would be exempt from al! 
that preachers are not exceptions to 
the rule. As a matter of fact, there 
is no man or woman living that is ab- 
solutely free from temptation. The 
more consecrated the life you try to 
lead, the more will you realize the 
power of temptation. This is perfectly 
natural. 

“There is an everlasting conflict be- 
tween right and wrong. Christ and 
the devil are diametrically opposed to 
each other. The Christian has taken 
his stand for God and right. He will 
be subjected to attacks from the ene- 
mies of both God and man. More- 
over, the devil loves a shining mark 
at which to aim his shafts. Those in 
high positions are usually in the great- 
est danger. 

“To be tempted, however, is no sign 
that you are a sinner. Jesus Christ 
was tempted, and yet without sin, for 
he .did not yield. John the Baptist 
resisted successfully the attempts to 


destroy his power and influence by 


leading him into an inconsistent life. 

“The Jews came to him saying ‘Are 
you the Christ?” Here was an oppor- 
tunity for John to. palm himself off 
for someone he was not. It may be 
true that preachers have no more 
temptations in this direction than oth-. 
ers, but it does come to them as well as 
to other people. Christians in gen- 
eral. are tempted to this form of de- 
celt. They frequently like to appear 
more pious than they are. There is 
danger of this in all forms of relig- 
jous life. A certain pious cant is as- 
sumed and the attempt is made to 
seem what you really are not. The 
Holiness people are greatly tempted in 
this direction. They assume a4 certain 
holy air and look down upon other 
Christians with a sort of patronizing 
spirit that says, ‘I am holier than 
thou.” 

“The crying need of the hour in all 
circles of life is absolute sincerity. 
Christians and all others should be 
perfectly natural and not try to palm 
themselves off on the world as having 
feelings and experiences which they 
never have had. We all need to be 
exactly what we seem to be. Johr: did 
not deceive the people into thinking 
that he could save,men. He ack- 
nowledged that he was only a ‘voice 
crying in the wilderness.’ He pointed 
to Jesus Christ as ‘the Lamb of God 
that taketh away the sins of the 
world,’ and called on men everywhere 
to repent and believe on Him. I think 
I can honestly say that the center and 
burden of. my own preaching has been 
Jesus Christ as the Savior of men, and 
as the One who can solve every prob- 
lem known to human experience.
